2. The normal war establishment of a mounted infantry battalion, we 
showing its composition as regards personnel and animals, is given eueuiene 
in Section 2, and no men or horses in exeess of the “total M. I. 
battalion ” will be allowed to accompany the unit in the field.

G Sect. 1.—General Notes. 


The personnel for 2nd line transport is provided by the Army 
Service Corps; Drivers will join at the place of mobilization fully 
elothed and equipped; each driver will bring with him a ground 
sheet. Spare drivers for 2nd line transport are ineluded in the war 
establishment of the Army Service Corps company from which the 
2nd line transport drivers are detached. 

4, Spare draught horses are allowed at the rate of 10 per cent. A 
driver is allowed for each pair of spare horses. 

5. Ono N.C.O. and eight privates per battalion are trained in 
sanitary dutics. On arrival in camp they are available for duty, 
and are placed under the orders of the medical oflicer for camp 
sanitation purposes, working in conjunction with the R.A.M.C. 
personnel attached. At all other times they take their places in the 
ranks, 

Four men in each company are trained in first aid. 


6. One N.C.O. and four men per company are trained in pioneer 
duties. Company pioncer equipment is detailed in the load tables. 


7. Bitmen in the field are allowed at the rate of one for cach 
officer with one horse, and two for each oflicer with two or three 
horses. All bittmen are fully armed and trained soldiers and are 
availablo for duty in the ranks, 


8. Drafts to replace wastage are calculated for mounted infantry 
at the rate of 70 per cent. during the first vear of a war. The first 
portion of these drafts, with their horses, mobilize with the battalion ' 
unless otherwise ordered, and proceeds with it as far as the oversea ° 
base; this portion is known as “first reinforeement,” and is calcu- 
lated at 10 per cent. of rank and file. 

Other details shown in the table as “left at the base” also mobilize 
with the battalion; the orderly-room serjeant is attached to the base 
record office; the remainder are attached with the first roinforce- 
ment to one of the general base depits. 


9. War outfit is the material of all kinds which a unit requires for 
war. The method of carrying it is laid down in Sections 8-6. 

Detachments will be sent to the place of mobilization of the 
mounted infantry unit fully clothed, armed and equipped as infantry 
soldiers. Articles of clothing and equipment peculiar to mounted 
infantry will be issued there. 

(a) The equipment required on mobilization is laid down in the 
mobilization store table for a mounted infantry battalion. 

(8) The clothing and necessaries required on mobilization aro 
detailed in the Regulations for the Clothing of the Army, Part IIT. 

(ce) Details of the seale of supplies will be found in Allowance 
Regulations; medical and veterinary stores in Regulations for Army 
Medical and Veterinary Services respectively. 

(d) The stationery considered necessary for a mounted infantry 
battalion in the field is shown in “Tables of Books, Army Forms 
and Stationery required on mobilization by units of the Field 
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Ariny,” issued with Army Orders. A list of contents is pasted inside 
the lid of the stationery box.
